That 
problem of leadership, the speaker 
pointed out, was a moral one — a dif- 
ficult task in the East. Interwoven 
with this problem was that of the 
student, since educated men are 
coming to the front in the East — as 
witness the last matriculation examina- 
tion in Calcutta, when 13,000 wrote. 
But not only is Calcutta an educa- 
tional centre, It is also a commercial 
and religious centre. English, too, is 
the language of Intercourse in this 
large' city and this In itself increases 
the task of students, many of whom 
know but little English. The problem 
especially in relation to caste is In- 
creased by the complexities of modern 
life — e g., bow can a man avoid 
coming into contact with some part 
of a cow when all the water he mes 
comes through pipes with leather 
washers? But the problem of enlight- 
ened moral leadership is Increased 
ten-fold by the illiteracy of the wo- 
men relatives back home In the pro- 
vinces. This influence is practically 
always a reactionary one.

After each set 
of men had practised this throw some 
three or four times, the first counter 
was shown. This is done by locking 
the opponent's right arm above the 
eHbow, drawing it close to the body 
and rolling. This in turn has a coun- 
ter, where the one who is taking the 
hold draps flat on the stomach and 
prying up on the small of the other 
wrestler's back bends the laser's 
shoulders on the mat. however, if the 
under man is quick enough he will 
rol over and come out on top. . 

Following this was the outer arm 
throw, which is taken by drawing the 
under man's arms toward yon and 
shoving his shoulders away, af the 
same time swinging around In front of 
him, pressing the forearm against his 
chaek. To this hold there are two 
comaWs. In the first, as soon as the 
upper man reaches for the outer arm, 
it shoots out sideways beyond bis 
reach. The other is taken after he 
has the hold, and is done by bridging, 
drawing the left arm free and out. 

Following this short demonstration, 
a sèmerai workont 'la the form of a 
wrestling bout was held. Much speed 
was shown to-night, antf all promises 
fair for the smoker. After this prac- 
tice the workers took their showers 
to cool off before leaving.

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CYNICISM. 

Many college men have developed the quality of insincerity 
in everyday thought and action to a high degree of perfection — 
or rather imperfection. No doubt, when confronted by the more 
vital questions, they are generally more truly themselves, but 
when it comes to the unimportant daily conduct and expression 
they are highly artificial and insincere, 

The result of such artificiality and insincerty is a kind of 
cynicism.- and, no doubt, to the average student, the appellation of 
cynic is not a pleasant one. 

The dictionary says that a cynic is ''one who disbelieves in 
and sneers at disinterestedness and moral worth" — a definition 
which does not seom to apply closely to the state of mind of the 
average undergraduate, but which is similar in essential elements 
to the general attitude. College men almost invariably pretend 
to be sceptics. They show little faith in the aims and efforts of 
their fellows if those aims and efforts are outside a certain small 
sphere of approved activities ; they outwardly place no trust in 
more serious endeavour where they are not concerned. They do 
not always attempt to see "from the other fellow's standpoint, 
and so they stand aside and take no part—and show less interest. 
As a result, they sometimes are artificial and superficial in their 
criticisms, and generally cynical in their attitude. 

Such an attitude is not an inherent part of the undergraduate 
nature, it is the result of circumstances. So many students choose 
to suppress their natural feelings and emotions, cloaking them 
under a show of sophistication and worldly wisdom which in most 
cases is entirely unreal. 

They think it more or less of a disgrace to allow their true 
thoughts and opinions to seep through to the surface. In their 
eyes, to criticize destructively is to display wisdom and insight, 
whereas to appreciate is a sign of weak will or poor judgment. 
Just the opposite is more likely to be true, for it must be remem- 
bered that it takes far less insight and wisdom to be a destructive 
critic. But as long as college men refuse to let their real emotions 
manifest themselves, and as long as they insist on exhibiting a 
false set of sentiments and ideas to their fellows, such opinions 
will dominate and false cynicism will remain.

The Delta Sigma Society had . a 
very successful meeting yesterday af- 
ternoon when the decisive debate in the 
inter-class aeries was held. By win- 
ning this debate the third year wins 
the Debatinc Cup for the year, and 
also gains one point toward the Ban- 
ner. The question under discussion 
was — Resolved that' children un- 
der fifteen should be admitted to 
the movies.^ The affirmative was taken 
by Mi&s Gwendolyn Ewing and Miss 
Doris Dart of Third Year, and the 
negative by Miss N'orah James & Miss 
Doris Sharpies, First Year. The jud- 
ges were Dr Fyer, Miss Can- and 
Mise Brittain. 

Miss Dwing, in opening the debate, 
specified the divisions under which her 
colleague and herself would deal with 
tho resolution and Inen continue with 
ber own points. The Government, in 
passing suoh a law, virtually announ- 
ce that parents are not capable of 
lookingg nOtcr their children, and if 
tho Government thus interferes in 
parental control it must contlnuo to 
do so in order to make fts legislation 
effective. The adverse Influence of 
the interference of the State in indi- 
vidual affairs is shown in the case of 
Sparta, where there was practically 
no homs life, and hence no room, for 
individual development. Germany is 
also a living example of the control 
of the Htate, leavings no opportunity 
for free speech, thought, or opinion. 
Moreover, such a law as the one pro- 
posed would not atrliee nt the ruot of 
the evil, but would be ineffective. 
What would be more advisable would 
be a stricter censorship, and also 
more pictures produced solely for chil- 
dren. Also, consider tho effect upon 
a girl or boy of sixteen, upon first 
seeing a Moving Picture. They would 
become so fascinated by the new 
amusement that they would seek it to 
the exclusion of everythingg else, and 
the result in the end would be far 
more harmful than if they had been 
gradually allowed to see Movies from 
their childhood. 

Miss Norah Jam?*, the first speaekr 
of the Negative, contented that cull- 1 
droa under fifteen should not be al- 
lowed to attend movieB because they 
were harmful to the mind, body, and 
brain of a child. The theatres are 
badly ventilated, and contagious di- 
seases, to which children are very 
susceptible, are easily caught. The 
glare and nicker of the film on the 
screen 1b also injurious to the eye- 
sight of the child which has not yet 
been fully developed. The special 
performances which are now held for 
children affect only the wealthy ones, 
and the poor, for whom tho law is 
mainly devised, cannot attend the only 
movies which are suitable for them 

»t 
and 

where they do so, as in Quebec, the 
standard of censorship is not high 
enough. The films which are now 
produced show life falsely and distort 
facts. 

Miss Doris Dart, befove proceeding 
with her own points lor the affirma- 
tive side, refuted some of those ad- 
vanced by her opponent. Tho cen- 
sorship could be made effective if 
properly dealt wi th. Most of the thea- 
tres are airy and well ventilated, and 
as parents would still continue to at- 
tend the movies, they could carry the 
contagious diseases home to their 
their children. Miss Dart then con- 
tinued with her own arguments under 
the beading of the value of movies in 
education and amusement. 

With regard to the former, in all 
theatres, films are shown depicting 
currents events; foreign countries, so- 
cial events, modern industries, and 
many other facts of world-wide Inte- 
rest which could not fee obtained so 
easily in any other way. Lectures are 
apt to be too doll and technical for 
children to comprehend, photographs 
cannot convey as great on impression 
and the legiUmate theatre is expen-, 
slve. Ab far as the war is conccrked, 
nothing is bo effective as the moving 
pictures to depict the actual scenes 
for (those who were not there. More- 
over the movies are not meant to take 
the place of school but to be a sup- 
plement to it. History and geography 
could >b3 made far more realistic by 
an Illustrated moving picture lecture. 
These movies would stimulate the ob- 
servation and imagination of children. 

In the field of amusement a child's 
tastes could be cultivated by seeing 
some of the world's greatest actors, 
and also by well known stories or 
fairy tales acted by child actors. The 
comedies in the movies are no worse 
than the humour displayed in the Sun- 
day supplement of newspapers. As 
children must have a certain amount 
of amusement and excitement it is far 
better for them to seek it in à moving 
picture theatre than to run around the 
streets, probably in bad company.- The 



INTERESTING ADDRESS 
TO UNDERGRADUATES 

Miss Gibbs, of Victorian Order, 
Speaks on Public Health 
Nursing. 



- At a meeting of tho R. V. C. under- 
graduates, hold yesterday at 4.45 p.m., 
Miss Gibbs, of the Victorian Order of 
Nurses, gave a veiy IntoresUng talk 
on '"Public Health Nursing." 

There is a very great need for nur- 
ses in tho field of public healuu, and 
there is a great problem to be solved 
meeting that need. It was in Eng- 
land, in 185<J, that tho first district 
nurse came to be established. This 
nurse had many difficulties to en- 
counter, and finally a training centre 
was found to be necessary, in order 
that more nurses might be sent out 
fitted to help the first. In 189T 
Queen Victoria became interested in 
the movement, and at her Diamond 
Jubilee, set apart the sum of £70,000 
for a nurses' fund. 

In 1892, in New York, two nurses, 
one of whom was Miss Lillian Wall, 
decided po spend their time and ef- 
forts in earning for the . Inhabitants 
of tho poorer districts of the city. 
For a time these nurses met with 
many obstacles, but as a result of 
their pioneer work, a greater and 
more organized movement arose in 
the city by which more attention was 
given to this branch of service. 

In 1902 the school nurse was estab- 
lished. Miss Rogers, a Canadian, was 
the first to hold this position. Later, 
a, staff of school nurses was estab- 
lished. There is much work to be 
■ . uii : un I Iso! 



done in this field and it presents 
sreat opportunities. The school nurse 
helps the school physician, gets in 
touch with the children's home, and 
gives the youth of the community bet- 
ter chances for health and success in 
life. 

Other important divisions of the 
field of Public Health Nursing have 
to do with Infant welfare work and 
antl^tuberculosis work. Many more 
Institutions are required at present 
and also the service of more trained 
nurses. 

•Most of the work in Public Health 
Nursing has developed 1:. large cities. 
In Canada this development began 15 
years earlier than It did in the U. S. 
In 1897 Lady Aberdeon sent nurses 
out to the West, and the Victorian 
Order of Nurses was established. In 
1912 the United States established the 
Red Cross Rural Nursing service, and 
this is now the Public Health Bureau. 

In 1900 Lady Mlnto gavo the Cot- 
tage Hospital Fund to provide for 
small cottage hospitals in the West. 
Some of these are now splendidly 
equipped. , 

The Victorian Order of Nurses gives 
its nurses a post graduate course and 
then sends them out ready to take 
up their work. This post graduate 
course is the only one in Canada. 

The nurse in tho country town often 
has much prejudice to overcome. How- 
ever, she has a great opportunity to 
make herself useful, and she soon 
comes to be very necessary to the 
community. She gives advice, and 
care; she gives service, and, thouph 
it be humble, yet It Is social service ; 
In the truest sense.

To con- 
tinue with Miss Sharpies' view of the 
question. As regards the interference 
of the Government in indidual affairs 
it is doing so in a far more personal 
way through compulsory education 
and prohibition. Far from stimulating 
the imagination of a child it robs bim 
of what be has by the reproduction 
of '"canned drama."

Pldren were concerned 'for there 
uld be nothing left -after all ' the 
undesirable elements in ithe fffmB' 
were removed. The Movies create in 
a child a restless, constant desire' for* 
motion, and the coarse humour seen 
in the theatres is imitated at home. 
The child is under a continuous strain 
and nervous tension, and' is excited by 
the lurid adventures of the serials. 
The increase in Juvenile crime has 
been directly traced to the Movies, 
where the good, although perhaps 
triumphant in the end, does not pre- 
dominate. Serious steps such as mar- 
riage and divorce are made llight of, 
and these false impressions remain 
when the child grows up. There is 
nothing to promote intelligent thought 
in watching a movie, but it encourages 
mental laziness, the finer feeling are 
dulled with the constant appeal to the 
émotions, and false ideals are created. 

After Miss Gwendolyn Ewing had 
refuted some of her opponents' argu- 
ments the Judges withdrew to make 
their decision.

Following the Packet era we have 
The Clipper Ship Era. 

The rise of the shipbuilding indus- 
try was due to the great expansion in 
the world's commerce which followed 
the close of the wars at the beginning 
of the 19th century. The commerce 
which England and America had cul- 
tivated in the far East demanded fast 
ad easily managed ships and, Boston 
and New York strove to produce fast 
ships from which attempt the famous 
American Clipper ship was evolved, 
which type of ship could make the trip 
to China and back in 6 months and 
14 days, including two weeks In port. 

The year 1S53 marked the height 
not alone of Clipper Shipbuilding, but 
also the high tide of the American 
deep sea Merchant Marine and In 1857 
when thd financial depression came 
it was evident that ship building had

war of independence, the foundations 
were laid for the splendid trade that 
brought wealth to the country,' until 
the American sailing vessel was 
driven from the eea. 

The first real legislation of the first 
Congress of the United State» was to 
encourage shipping and between 1789 
and 1795 the merchant flest of the 
United SUtes increased from 201,562 
tons to 747,965 tons. The Napoleonic 
wars causing great demand for Ame- 
rican products, throw the carrying 
trade of Europe into American hands, 
'and for a time left the United States 
; no real competition in the China trade. 
By 1820 in spite of the embargo act 
and the war of 1812 their shipping had 
reached 1,280,000 tone and half of this 
was in foreign trade. . 

Between 1820 and 1830, 90% of the 
United States' carrying trade was con 
trolled by American vessels. No other 
country had ever made such rapid 
progress. 

Great Britain alone, disputed their 
supremacy. By 1860 the United States' 
owned a greater tonnage than the 
United Kingdom and nearly as much 
as the whole British Empire. 

At the close of the Revolution, New 
York had lost about half of her popu- 
lation and her commerce and shipping 
were completely destroyed even to her 
fishing fleets. But within 6 months of 
the time the city was evacuated by 
the British, the Empress of China 
sailed from New York to Canton, and 
was the first American ship to make 



mistake of continuing to build wooden 
sailing vessels after the era of steam 
and iron had arrived. Between the 
years 1850-60 the proportion of ocean 
freight carried by steam increased 
from 14% to" 28*. 

Internal progrès», too, attracted 
more and more attention, Intercommu- 
nication was made easier by the 
coming of the railway and it became 
more profitable to engage in manu- 
facturing and internal distribution. 
The carrying trade fell Into other 
hands, particularly England's and at 
the cloae of the Civil War, American 
overseas Merchant Marine had prac- 
tically disappeared from the seas. But 
during the last few years Americans 
have been looking forward to a new 
era which promises much for the re- 
establishing of the American merchant 
marine and for again securing a ahare 
in the foreign trade of the world. 
These are some reasons for the de- 
cline of the American merchant Ma- 
rine, but by no means all. 

"Why have the stars and stripes dis- 
aappeared from the shipping indus- 
try of the world? ia the question which 
must present itself to American people, 
and the answer Is not difficult. The 
American people have neglected to aid 
their merchant marine, they have been 
averse tô the euhsidy policy. 

The fight for and against subsidies 
has raged for years and in addition 
to this, ruling upon rulings on na- 
vigation matters have been set down, 
many of them assisting towards the

Several other New York vessela im- 
mediately followed the Empress of 
China and the merchants of that place 
were quick to see the need of a strong 
central government and through the 
Chamber of Commerce, recognized Ju 
1784, took stops to secure the ratifi- 
cation of the constitution by the state, 
thus helping to pave the way for the 
marvellous growth in the American 
Merchant Marine. 

In 1789 Congress passed a measure 
for the protection of American ship- 
ping interests. This provided for dis- 
criminating duties upon imports 
brought to this country in foreign bot- 
toms, and a tax of 50 cents per ton of 
the registry of e"ery arriving ferelgn 
merchantman. Thereafter, deaplte nu- 
merous obstacles shipping grew tre- 
mendously. At the close of the war 
of 1812 the need of a cloae commer- 
cial relation with the old world grew 
so pressing that some of the more 
enterprising merchants of New York 
determined to establish lines of swift 
sailing packets and there came into 
existence in 1816. "The Black Ball 
Line, the first American Packet line 
between New York and Liverpool. 
Other lines developed and a compe 
titlon for speed arose between rival 
lines and one boat, the "Columbia" 
made the trip from New York to U 
verpool in 16 days. Agents, builders 
and captains were all part owners of 
these packets and rapidly grew rich. 
The United States Packets outstripped 
all foreign competition and event re- 
received the attention of the English 
porliament, for it was reported by a 
British committee that American 
ships had preference over English 
ships, as to both freight and insuran- 
ce. Dickens says >T them: "Here by 
the water side were the bow-sprits 
of the ships stretch across the footway 
and almost thrust themselves into the 
windows, lie the noble American ves 
sels, which have made their packet 
service the finest In the world." In 
1860 one of these Packets was so per- 
fected that she made a trip 2,760 miles 
in 9 days, 17 hours, a record never 
equalled before or since. While these 
sailing Packets were doing ' ocean 
transportation, steam crafts as nearly 



when it received the president's signa- 
ture the claim was made that it would 
nullify every attempt to build up a 
merchant marine,

Inheritance tlirouch a long line of an- 
cestors increase the trouble. 

India is also awakening politically. 
Politics are being discussed on every 
hand. The general demand is for self- 
government within the. Empire, Here 
again the problem for leadership is 
met, not only so, but for followers 
trained to follow worthy leaders. 

Mr. Patterson touched briefly on 
the work of the Y. M. C. A. with the 
native Indian army since the outbreak 
of the war in 1914. That branch of 
service has an interesting and ro- 
mantic history. The outcome of It all 
Is that now when the native soldier 
return, he realizes. In the midst of his 
general ignorance of jnany other 



things, that one institution stood by 
him and that a Christian one. 

Referring to some evidences of pro- 
gress, Mr. Patterson instanced the 
case of the one-time Y. M. C. A. Se- 
cretary who become the first native 
Christian Bishop. Another story was 
told of a serious-minded student who 
was at one tiro a convinced 1'iat Hin- 
duism was India's hope. Now he is 
more deeply convinced that Chris- 



i lianity is that hope. Hinduism in India 
has had its chance and has failed. The 
same may be said of Mohammedda- 
nisni and un China of Confucianism. 

In concluding, Mr. Patterson re- 
minded his auditors that these are 
matters which concern us. Three parts 
of the British Empire are non-chris- 
tian, and^ democracy only succeeds 
where adherence is given to the prin- 
ciples of Jesus Christ. 

Dealing specifically with the work 
of the McGill Y, M. C. A., Mr. Irving 
said certain considerations must be 
faced: — (1) that there must be at 
the head of affairs a man or groups 
of men of distinctly high quality; (2) 
that the objectives must be sharply 
defined — the emphasis placed more 
particularly on Christian work; (3) 
that the work of the association must 
be increasingly and aggressively 
Christian. The central purpose at tae 
organisation must be to re-examine 
the principles end reassert theircon- 
vlctions. Each student, moreofer must 
feel his responsibility and realise hie 
privilege of living his convictions 
among his fellows. 

Turning to the subject of foreign 
missions, Mr. Irving proceeded toatate 
his reasons for being enthusiastic. 
The first was that the Cburoh of Christ 
needs a new demonstration of the 
power of God In the world. God is 
in the world whether we realize it or 
not, and we must consider our per- 
sonal privilege in co-t»perating with 
him. Secondly, in view of after-the- 
war conditions and the proposed Lea- 
gue it is imperative to consider what) 
we may do. A framework of legis- 
lation without a new spirit indwelling 
will be useless. Thirdly, it is one of 
the few heroic appeals that may still 
be made to young men. Missionary 
work is a heroic task that is seldom 
applauded, lastly, he was enthusias- 
tic because Christ wishes it, and we 
believe he bas the moral right tel 
command us. 

In concluding, Mr. Irving reminded) 
his hearers that they were present i 
rededicate their lives to the hlgheii 
life of the University. Referring ta 
his own work he said, "T wouldn't 
swap jobs with the King," and hoped 
ihat every man present considered hi? 
opportunity in the same light. 

Following were brief speeches from 
Drs McMurthy and Harry Shaw, a' 
few questions were asked by member* 
of the audience and were answered 
by Mr. J. Coote, Treasurer of the 
McGill Mission. 

In the absence of Mr. E. Clarke -of 
Toronto, Mr. F. C. Carrie of the »m« 
city represented the National Council, 
The meeting was brought to a close 
by the signing of the National An- 
them.
